forgotten how to £0 
ip Novmatter how early or how 
Jnte they retire, they Invariably lie 
nwake for one, two, or three hours. 
The really eMcient sleeper in sound 
aslecp five minutes after his head 
touches the pillow. 

Lying awake nt night Is a. bad 
habit, Like all, bd habits, it can 
be erased by practice and patience. 
Most people accept this partial in- 
somnia as a piece of the unalterable 
scheme of things. Their efforts to 
combat It nre spasmodic and un- 
sustained. . 

The habit of lying awake can, 
however, be conquered, The only 
requirements are a ttle intelligence 
nnd a lot of persistence. 

First of all, the poor sleeper must 
learn to relnx. This 1s not a mere! 
matter of lying down nnd closing the 
cyes, Every muscle: must be re- 

+ laxed, and this Is by no means cary. 

Any physical culture expert will 
confirm that it is much ensicr, to 
contract a muscle thon it is to relax 
it. Sport champions often owe thelr 
superiority to thelr ability to relax 
a particular set of muscles at the 
right moment. 

The poor slecper fies wide awake 
in the firm belief that he ts complete- 
ly relaxed when his body may be 
the homa of a dozen different ten- 
sions. It‘is essential that he should 
be able to recognise a tension. This 
ean be done by deliberately tensing 
all the muscles and noting the effect. 
The time to do this Is between. sun~ 
riso and sunset; definitely not at

August were £1,138,499 less than 
in July, £6,214,736 less than a 
year ago, and the lowest for any 
month ‘since August 1936, 
August 1937 showed an increase 
of £5,076,236 on July 1927. 

This shrinkage was partly: offsct 
by n modest improvement in re-! 
exports, which represcnt part of our 
business as the world’s carricrs, 

FALL IN PRICES 

Thus re-cxports in August in- 
ereased by £488,843 on those of 
July. Nevertheless, they were still 
£1,643,044 below those’ of a year 


by £46,385,108 compared with those 
of the corresponding perlod of 1937, 
they are £24,275,274 above those of 
the first eight months of 1936.

How such p Jarge party was able 
to make the ‘Journcy safely js still 
a mystery in Shanghal.

These prices, however, are not the 
result of almple profiteering, it was 
slated. Many of the men never 
return, and“inless they are paid well 
the risic {s not worthwhile. 

“It was a sod sight to sce them 
fo,” this Ietter continucs, “Practically 
every person ond child had a load 
many of them young girls, (an 
mothers with bables strapped to their 
backs . . . some of the small children 
were carried in baskets by coolics. 
Most of the crowd were in tears 
when they left...” 

Situation Growing Worse 

Meanwhile, other Ictters from 
foreigners on Kuling indicated that 
the situation on the mountain Js dally 
growing more serious, 

With the approach of winter, the 
greatest problem is to secure an 
adequate supply of fucl. - ' 

Practically no charcoal {s coming 
up the mountain, it was reported, 
and what ttle there ja sells at the 
unheard of price of $6 per 100 
cattics, 

Wood, which could formerly be 
bought at the rate of 220 catties for 
(he dollar, now costs $1 for 50 
cattios, 

Coal, this same letter revealed, Is, 
to all appearances, entircly Incking, 
although St 1s rumoured that one man 
hud a small amount which he had 
offered for sale $120 per ton. 

Fuel is not the only source of 
worry, according to one: Ietter. 
Potatocs, which in normal times 
marketed for about five cents per 
pound, now are obtainable only at 
$1 for three pounds. 

Provisions for even the most 
essential needs of life are often 
tompletely unavailable, it was de- 
elared, Cee 

The writer of one letter reported 
that he was down to his last palr 
of shoes, and that the soles on these, 


even, were worn completely through. 
As there are nelther more shocs nor 
cobblers on the mountain, he was 
volng to try to mend them himself 
with an old‘leather strap off an

When the report and statement of 
necounta were passed, the Chairman 
called attention to the substantinl 
nmount of worl that was accomplish- 
ed during the past year. con- 
slderable number of new pamphicts 
have been published since the last 
general meeting. In its publications 
the Society has concentrated almost 
entirely on the production of Chinese 
pamphiets, and for those Jn Eng- 
Jish it has drawn on the large selec- 
tlon of pumphicts published in other 
countries, mainly in England and the 
United States. More than elghtcen 
thousand pamphlets have been dls- 
posed of during the’ year—ten thou- 
sand in English and cight thousand 
in Chinesc—and In addition to these 
upward of forty thousand Chinese 
leaflets. The popularity of many af 
the Chinese pamphlets and Icaficts 
published by the Soclety has been 
proved by the fact that a number.of 
these have been completely sold out 
nnd are now belng reprinted. 


A number of new pamphicts are 
ready for printing and a number of 
others are in the course of prepara- 
tion, but a limit hns been set to the 
activities of the Socicty in this direc- 
tlon by the fact that most of its 
available funds have already been 
expended on the previous publica- 
tions. It Ss hoped therefore thnt ‘in 
the coming year the number of mem- 
bers will be greatly increased, as it 
js thelr subscriptions that form the 
Soclety’s regular source of income. 
The Socicty is greatly Indebted to 
the French Convent School for hav- 
ing specially produced a play for the 
benefit of the Society. Tho procecds 
of this ploy enabled the Society to 
produce several new - publications 
nnd special thanks were expressed 
to those responsible for the perform- 


ance. \ 


Spread of Periodicals 


A speelal work undertaken_by the 
Soclety is the'spread of Catholic 
periodicals. It undertakes to order, 
any Catholic book or perlodical from 
any part of the world, and a: great 
many people both in Hongkong and 
throughout China have availed them- 
selves of this service.

The really eMcient sleeper js sound 
asleep five, minutes after his head 
touches the pillow. ‘ 

Lying ‘awake at night Is a bac 
habit. Like all bad habits, it can 
be erased by practice and patience. 

st people accept 
Peni ae a piece ot the unalterable 
scheme of things. Thelr efforts to 
combat It ure = spanmodic ond un- 
sustained. : 

The habit of lying awake can, 
however, be conquered, The only 
requirements ure a little intelligence 
und o lot of persistence. 

First of all, the poor sleeper must 
learn to retux, This {s not a meres 

matter of lying down and closing the 
eyes.. Every muscle must be re- 
laxed, and this is by no means easy. 

Any physical culture expert will 
confirm that st is much caster to 
contract a muscle than It Is to relax 
It. Sport champions often owe thelr 
superiority to their ability to relax 
w parlicilar net of tmuscles atthe} 
right moment. 

The poor sleeper Nes wide awake 
In the firm belief that he is complete- 
ly relaxed when His body may be 
the home of o dozen different ten~ 
sions, It Is essential thot be should 
be able to recognise a tension, This 
ean be done by deliberately tensing 
all the muscles and nating the effect. 
Tho time to do this Is between sun- 
riso and sunsct; definitely not at 
night.

THER ENGLISH .and the 
vernacular newspapers in 
Hongkong will doubtless join 
the Telegraph in commending to 
the public the appeal for dona- 
tions towards the fund opened 
for the relief of the unfortunate 
victims of Japanese aggression 
in Kwangtung.

NUE modern world stems to be 

divided ino two classes—those 
who speak and those who are spoken 
to. Everybody now-n-days, who 
fills n positlon of any responsibility 
hus at some time to utter the pre~ 
Iminary formula:—‘Mr, ‘Chairman, 
Ladics and Gentlemen.” Yet how 
few good speeches onc hears. 


As one who spenks a good deal 
himecif, and who has to listen to a 
urent deol more, I know that many 
x disappointing spetch could have 
keen turned Into a really convincing 
effort if the sperker had observed 
certain golden rules, 


Let us assume that shortly—say, 
just after your return from your 
holidays—you have for tho first tlme 
to make n speech In public. How; 
you ask yourself nervously, are you 
going to get over It? * * ; 

Let me say right away that I can’ 
make you into a good speaker. No- 
body can. That is up to yourself 
entirely. But I do say this, that 
there js little chance of your speech 
being a fallure if you take hold of 
these rules. 

First you want to be quite honest. 
Which means that you must spenic 
nbout something that Interests you. 
Although you may not think so, that 
is a vitally Important rule. A good 
specch must be sincere, An au- 
dience detests right away insincerity 
or worked-up enthusiasm,

Secondly, you will be nervous at 
first, But don’t worry. All the - 
streatest speakers were—-Lloyd 
George, Mussolini, Roosevelt. And 
the remedy ts, practice.

facing your mirror, {n a bath, facing 
cows and fowls. Know what you 
are going to say with o confidence 
that will forbld you to slip up. 


When you are speaking, try to 
get worked up ond Intense, as if your. 
speech-were the only thing that mat- 
tered, You would moke a very good © 
speech if someone suddenly ‘socked 
you In the jaw.- You would have 
heat, force, and colour—which js 
what you want when you stand up 
to face your audience, 

With proper practice goes proper 
preparation. It was said of Sir 
James Barrie that a speech of ten 
minutes tool him ten hours to pre- 
pare, Sce to it that all your facts 
ond statements are ‘thoroughly 
checked and Investigated by your- 
scif, You must get so on top of 
your subject that It becomes as much 
a part of your experience for tho 
time being ss your most vivid and 
lasting experiences In the past. You 
will then have an inner urge ond a 
fecling that you have something to: 
say thot will almost say Itself. 


No “Canned’™~falk 


Don't memorlse! You will not 
carry full conviction with a “canned” 
talk. You will be thinking of words, 
not Ideas. You will Inck colour and 
heat, But think over and over what 
you are golngt to say—practise with- 
out memorlsing the form your 
specch is to take. When you do 
ctand up you will know the sequence- 
of your Ideas, ond If you feel keenly,. 
if you have conviction, the words 
will come. Maybe your talk will be 
crude, the phrascology awkward in 
parts, but your performance will be 
human and natural, not a mechanical 
voice-recording of yoursclf, 

Tf you find gesture o natural ac 
tlon, use it. Personally, I use 
gesture to warm me up,.to get my- 
speech under way. But unless you- 
find gestures quite natural—the rals- 
ed forefinger, the outstretched hands,- 
the clenched fist, and so on-~don't: 
adopt them. :

NMUGE CHINESE LOSSES 


The Correspondent reports that 
the Chincse lost 3,000 killed in the 
severe fighling ot Maan Mountain 
outside. Walchow, Japanese here 
also sustaincd heavy lusses, 

Japanese transports at sea were 
heavily bombed by Chincse airmen 
on Wednesday, according to the 
Tclegraph’s Canton correspondent. 
The Ch.nese airmen did not attempt 
te raid the Japanese concentration in 
Bins Bay, which is heavily guarded 
by antl-aircrait guns, but procecded 
out to sca to meet a convoy of in- 
coming transports, which were 
guarded only by destroyers. 

A strict censorship has been in- 
stituted in Canton, the report odds. 
All letters and telegrams are subject 
to censorship. 

New regulations which were pro- 
mulgated on Wednesday cmpower 
the m.litary authorities to ccntiscate 
any properly, movable or im- 
muvable, or to dynamite any build- 
ings which may become of strategic 
importance in the event of the 
Japanese closing In on the city. 

Boats, mortor vehicles, etc. have, 
alrendy been sequestrated. 

The Provincial and Municipal Gov- 
erpments have already departed from 
Canton, The temporary provincial 
capital is now at Yungyuen, In the 
north-castern part of Kwangtung, to 
where the government oarchieve have 
already been removed. 

The Canton Municipal Government 
has removed its. headquarters and 
archlves to Koyiu, on the West River. 
The city's courts will be established 
in the County of Hokshan. 

The Kwangtung Provincial Kuo- 
mintang has issued an appeal to 
young men to join the Colours for 
war service, The appeal is made to 
all Chinese of 18 years of ange or over 
residing in Kwangtung Provice.

SHANGHAI, Oct. 21. 

EGOTIATIONS BE- 

TWEEN the' Japanese 
and the International Settle- 
ment authorities, which 
have been proceeding ever 
since the Japanese capture 


of the Shanghai area, are 
understood to be nearing a 
climax. 

It Is freely expected In usual- 
ly well-informed quarters, that 
an agreement will be reached 
before the end of the ycar, and 
differences finally settled at'con- 
ferences between the two 
partics. 

These differences now vir- 
tually whittle down to four in 
number: 

1, Japanese retentlon of Hong- 
kew and Yangtsepoo arcas which 
they selzed during the warfare and 
which have never been returned to 
the Settlement control. 

2. The Settiements to continue 
statfoning British and American 
troops In the defence sectors tyIng 
beyond the Settlement boundary 
fn former Chinese territory. 

3. Japan's demand for bigger 
representation In the Settlement 
police force, avowedly in order te 
have oa bigger chance to curb anti- 
Japanese elements within the 
Scttlement. 

4. ‘The Scttlement’s desire to 
resume' thelr own ‘bus service - as 
before the hostilltics in Hongkew 
and Yangtsepoo districts, while the 
Japanese desire to continue to run 
the service they themselves have 
started in the meantime. 

JAPANESE APPEAL 

In an interview with a local 
newspaper to-dny, the Japanese 
Deputy Commissioner of Police 
nppeaicd for a “round table con- 
ference” at which they could devise 
means whereby both sides would 
nuke concessions simultancously, 
instead of continuing the present 
dendlock, which he attributed to fcar 
on both sides of making concessions 
first in case the other side should 
take it as a sign of weakness,

They 
have forgotin | how fo fo to 
sicep, No mutter how early or how 
Inte they retire, they Invarlably lic 
nwaoke for one, two, or three hours, 
Tho really cMcient siccper In sound 
asleep five minutes after his head 
touches the pillow. e 

Lying awake at night is a ba 
habit. Like all bad hubits, it can 
be erased by practice and patience. 
Most people accept this partial ine 
somnin ag a piece of the unalterable 
scheme of things. Their efforts to 
combat !t are spasmodic ond un- 
suntalned. 

The habit of Jying awake can. 
however, be conquered. The only 
requirements are a little Intelligence 
and a lot of persistence. 

First of all, the poor sleeper must 
Jearn to retnx, This is not a mere 
matter of lying down and closing the 
eyes, Every muscle must be re- 
laxed, and this ts by no means cusy, 

Any physical cullure expert will 
confirm that it is much casier to 
contract o muscle than it Is to relax 
it.

Nanchang, Oct. 21. 

Japanese attacks on Tchan, strate- 
gic town on the Nanchang-Klukiong 
Railway, haye been repulsed, ace 
cording to ficld dispatches. 

Japancsc aircraft and artillery 
henvily bombarded the north-castern 
outskirts pf Tehan on Wednesday. 
After the bombardment, 300 Japan- 
ese infantry rushed the Chinese posi- 
tions but were beaten back by tho 
Chinese. Over 100 Japanese cosunl- 
thes were Inflicted. 

The Japanese troops pushing west- 
ward from Yalkow, strategic pass on 
the Singtze-Techan highwny are un- 
derstood to belong to the 101st. 
Divislon, They have suffered scrious 
lossea after encountering strong 
Chinese resistance in that sector. 
Japanese reinforcements are report- 
ed to be arriving. 

Despite the Japanese advance fur- 
ther Inland, the Chineso troops at 
Lushan are still holding out. In a 
circular telegram Issucd to the whole 
nation they express their determina- 
tlon to defend Chinese territory ot oll 
costs, 

Japanese communication on the 
Kiuklang-Singtze highway has been 
disrupted as n result of the destruc 
tion of a large section of the road 
near Yinchlachiao,.—Central News.

Jerusalem, Oct, 20. 

It Is understood that the Britian 
authorities are concentrating troops 
at Jaffa, Berlus and other citics, 
Police continued mnking arrests to- 
‘day, and are opparently determined 
to conclude operations before Friday, 
when they will be faced with the 
problem of worshippers assembling 
at the mosque on Holy Day.

They are applicable 
only to shipments by vessels of tho 
following flags—Belglan, British, 
Dutch, . Danish, French, ‘German, 
Italian, Jnpancke, Jugoslavian, Nor- 
worlan, Pollsh, Portuguese, Swedish 
and United States. Other flags may 
be rated at the underwriters’ dis- 
cretion, but not at Iess than the 
schedule rates.

How such a large party was able 
to make the journcy safely is still 
a mystery in’ Shanghal, A_ briect 
letter from Mr, Cralghill has revealed 
only that all arrived in Nanchang. 

That the trip was nerve-wracking, 
however, was evident ‘from Mr. 
Cralghill’s statement that if he had 
the time he “could write a book 
«ibout the dangera and horrors of the 
Journey.” ‘ 

Another’ letter, from a foreigner 
who Is stilt at Kuling, bore the news 
that out of the crowd of 450, only 
10 were able to sccure sedan chairs 
to go down the mountain and across 
the plains as far os Telon, These 10 
were forced to pay $120 cach for the 
privilege of riding. 

Although coolices formerly would 
carry baggage for two cents per 
catty, they now demand 30 cents. 

These prices, however, are not the 
result of simple profitecring, it was 
stated. Many of the men never 
return, and unless they are paid well 
the risk és not worthwhile, 

"It was a sad sight to see them 
Ko," this letter continues. “Practically 
every person and child hod o load, 
many of them young girls, and 
mothers with bables strapped to their 
backs... some of the small children 
were carricd {n baskets by coolies. 
Most of the crowd were in tears 
when they left...” 

--. Situation Growing Worse _ . 

Meanwhile, other Ictters from 
foreigners on Kullng indicated that 
the asltuation on the mountain Is dally 
growing more serious. 

With the approach of winter, the 

greatest problem is to secure an 
adequate, supply of fucl. 
_ Practically no charcoal is coming 
up the mountain, it was reported, 
and what little there Is sells at the 
unheard. of price of $6 per 100 
cattics, 

Wood, which could formerly be 
bought at-the rate of 220 catties for 
the dollar, now costs $1 for. 50 
cattles, ‘ ‘ 

Coal, this same letter revealed, is, 
to all appearances, entirely Incking, 
although it ls rumoured that one man 
had a small amount which he had 
offered for sale $120 per ton. 

Fuel is not the only source of 
worry, according to one letter, 
Potatocs, which in normal: times 
marketed for about five cents per 
pound, now are obtainable only at 
$1 for three pounds.

The writer of one letter reported 
that he was down to his last pair

The: annual general meeting of the 


Catholic Truth Society of Hongkong |" 


was held’ on Tuesday night In the 
Parochial Hall of the Rosary Church, 
Kowloon. The President, Mr, H. C, 
Macnamara was.in the Chair. —~ 


When the report ond statement of 
accounts were passed, the Chairman 
called atteition to the substantial 
amount of work that was accomplish- 
ed during the past year. A con- 
siderable number of new pamphicts 
have been published since’ the Iast 
general meeting.

The popularity of many of 
the Chinese .pamphicts and Ieaficts 
published by the Society has been 
proved by the-fact that a number of 
these have been completely sold out 
and are now belng reprinted. 


* A number of new pamphlets are 
rendy for printing and a number of 
others are in the course of prepara- 
tion, but a Umit has been sct to the 
activities of the Soclety in this direc- 
tlon by tho fact that most of its 
available funds have already deen 
expended on the previous publican 
tions. It is hoped therefore that in 
the coming year the number of mem- 
bers will be greatly increased, oo it 
fs their subscriptions that form the 
Society's regular source of income. 
The Society is grently, indebted to 
the French Convent School for hav- 
ing speclally produced o play for the 
benefit of the Society. The procecds 
of this play enabled the Society to 
produce several new publications 
and speeclal thanks were expressed 
to those responsible for the perform- 
ance. 


Spread of Periodicals 


A special work undertaken by the 
Society is the spread of Catholic 
periodicals. It undertakes to order 
any Catholic book or perlodical from 
any part of the world, and a great 
many people both in Hongkong and 
throughout China have availed them~- 
selves of this service, The "Good 
Press” campaign and Catholic Press 
Exhibition organtsed by the Society 
at the beginning of the year brought 
many Catholle periodicals, both 
Chinese and forelgn, before the cyes 
of the public for the first time, and 
as a result of the Exhibition alone 
250 new subscriptions were recelved 
for various publications. 


During the coming year it ‘ls hoped 
to extend the work of the Society 
by pubUshing many new pamphicts 
in Chinese and in English, and o 
special appeal was made for active 
co-operation on the part of members 
and for the enrolment of new mem- 
bers. = .
